Horns on dairy cows are a com- 


mon source of annoyance to de- 
iorned cattle and oftentimes the ud- 
lers of cattle are seriously injured 
iy horn-jabs. Unless the cow is used 
or show ring purposes by all means 
emove the horns. To keep a herd 
>f hornless cows the best way is to 
begin by dehorning the calves. This 
an be done when the calf is but four 
or five days old by using caustic 
potash. 
Simply clip away the hair 


urrounding the small buttons and 
•ub on the caustic potash until the 
kin bleeds slightly or until a small 
blister is formed. 
If the work is 


iroperly done a dent can be felt in 
he skull in a few days and no horns 
will develop.
